PERILOUS BALLOON ASCENSION. 

John Wise, the Mronaut, under date of Carlisle (Pa) 
June 18th, furnishes the editor of the Philadelphia In- 
quirer with the following thrilling account of his last 
adventure in “ The Comet,” which will be read with 
exciting interest : 

According to announcement, | set out on my 
forty-first etial excursions, from RByrongh of 
Carlisle, at fifteen minutes past & o'clock. 
A slight breeze from the west wafied mea 
short distance, when the ascent became more 
perpendicular.

AN INHABITED TREE. 
Having travelled five hundred miles, five 
days after leaving Mosego, we cameto the first 
cattle outposts of the Matabele, when we halt- 
ed by a fine rivulet. My attention was arrest- 
ed by a beautiful gigantic tree, standing in @ 
defile leading into an extensive and woody rav- 
ine, between a high range of mountains. See- 
ing some individuals employed on the ground 
(under its shade, and the conical points of what 
looked Ike houses in miniature, protruding 
through its evergreen foliage, I proceeded thith- 
er, and found that the tree was inhabited by 
several families of Bakones, the aboriginees of 
the country. I ascended by the notched trunk, 
and found, to my amazement, no less than sev- 
enteen of these aerial abodes and three others 
unfinished. On reaching the topmost hut, 
about thirty feet from the ground, J entered and 
down. Its only furniture was the hay 
which covered the floor, a spear, a spoon, and 
a bowlfull of locusts. Not having eaten any- 
thing that day,and, from the novelty of my sit- 
vation, not wishing to return immediately to 
the wagons, ] asked a woman who sat at the 
door with a babe at her breast, permission to 
Thisshe granied with pleasure, and soon 
brought me more in a powdered state. Sever- 
al more females came from the neighboring 
roosts, stepping from branch to branch, to see 
the stranger, who was to them as great a curi- 
osity as the tree was to him. I then visited 
the different abodes, which were on several 
principal branches. The structure of these 
houses was very simple. An oblong scaffold, 
about seven feet wide, is formed of straight 
On one end of this platform a small 
formed. also of sticks, and thatched 
with grass. A person can nearly stand upright 
the dtameter of the floor is about six feet. 
The house stands on the end of the oblong, so 
as to leave a little square space before the door. 
On the day previous | had passed several vil- 
lnges, some containing forty houses al] built on 
poles about seven or eight feet from the ground 
in the form of a circle; the ascent and descent 
s by a knotty branch of a tree placed in front 
of the house. In the centre of the circle there 
is always a heap of Lones of game they have 
killed. Such were the domicils of the impov- 
erished thousands of the aborigines of the coun- 
try, who, having been scattered and peeled by 
Moselekatse, had neither herd nor stall, but 
subsisted on locusts, roots, and the chase. They 
adopted this mode of architecture to escape the 
lions which abounded in the country. During 
the day the families descended tothe shade be- 
neath to dress their daily food. When the in- 
habitants increased, they supported the aug- 
mented weight on the branches by upright 
sticks ; but when lightened of their load, they 
removed these for firewood.—Moffat’s Southern 
Africa.

The following letter from Hon. John Quincy Adams 
Was written in ieply to one from a friend of the Rev. 
Mr. Hubbard of Vermont, who had seen the work 
which ) orported to have been translated by our dis- 
tinguished fellow-townsman, and who had been con- 
fronted several times by an infidel neighbor ia regard 
to the religious views of Mr. Adams.

Quincy, 17th June, 1843. 

Rev'p Sir,—In answer to the inquiries in 
your letter of the 14th inst.

experiments, which ended in the Telescope. 
Seme shipwrecked sailors once collected some 
sea-weeds on ihe sand, and made a fire to warm 
their shivering fingers, and cock their scanty 
meal. When the fire went out they found that 
the alkali of the sea-weed had combined with 
the sand and formed glass; the basis of all our 
discoveries in astronomy, and absolutely neces- 
sary to our enjoyment. In the days when ev- 
ery astrologer, and every chemist was seeking 
after the philosopher’s stone, some monks care- 
lessly making up their materials, by accident 
invented gunpowder; which has done much to 
diminish the barbarities of war. Sir Isaac 
Newton's mo ant discoveries, concern- 
ing I:ght were the result of 
accident. His theory and experiments on light 
were suggested by the soap bubbles of a child ; 
and on gravitation, by the fall of an apple as 
he satin the orchard. And it was by kastily 
scratching on a stone, a memorandum of some 
articles brought him from the washerwoman's, 
that the idea of Inthography first presented it- 
self to the mind of Senefelder.

New Microscorr. <A celebrated optician 
has recently constructed a new oxy-hodrogen 
microscope of immense power. The vast im- 
provernent which has been effected in this sin- 
gularly interesting scientific instrument may be 
estimated, when it is known that formerly the 
utmost power of microscopes did not magnify 
objects more than four or five thousand times, 
whereas the microscope in questien consists of 
six powers, increasing from one hundred and 
thirty times to seventy-four mellions of times. 
The application of the oxy-hydrogen light, 
which is row too generally known to require 
description, produces an intensely brilliant flood 
of rays upon a disc twenty-seven feet in diame- 
ter. Upon thie disc the minutest objects are 
magnified to a monstrous size. The eyes of a 
commen house-fly, which a pin’s point would 
cover. is so mavnified as to cover the entire 
disc, its seven hundred and fifty lenses anpear- 
ing like the regular spots in a large carpet 
hung against the wal!. The wings of locusts, 
the sting of the common bee, and other varie- 
ties of insect architecture, are beautifully dis- 
played in this extraordinary expositor of the 
minute wonders of nature. 


Ice Cream. To two quarts of milk, add 
three beaten eggs, stir them together, and place 
over a fire till brought by stirring and a gentle 
heat to the consistence of cream. When warm, 
add a table spoonful of diluted arrow-root or 
starch ; then sweeten and flavor to your taste 
with lemon, peach leaves, or vanilla, and set 
by to cooi. When cold, pour the cream intoa 
small pail, which insert in a larger one, well 
covered on the bottom with ice, and sprinkled 
with salt, put ice in the space between the 
pails, and add salt to it as before. As the mix- 
ture freezes, stir it occasionally, till all is 
equally frozen. The above is improved by 
using half cream. If you flavor with peach 
jleaves er cinnamon, put them over to warm 
(not boil) with the milk, and then strain before 
adding the sugar. The ice must be put into 
| the form after it is thoroughly congealed.

Entrance to Mount Ausurn. Many of our 
‘readers are probably not aware, to quote the lan- 
‘guage of the Boston Atlas, that a new gateway and 
lodges have been in process of erection at the 
Mount Auburn Cemetery. ‘They are now com- 
pleted, with the exception only of raising the cap- 
i stone of the gateway, which will be immediately 


done. 

The new gateway and lodges are similar in de- 
sign, and correspond in size, to the former ones. 
They are, however, of hammered Quincy granite, 
instead of wood, and are from the quarry of Octa- 
vius T. Rogers & Co., the contractors for the 
whole work. 
doubtedly the largest block of granite ever wrought. 
It is twenty-four feet six inches in length, by ten 
feet nine inches in breadth, measuring to the out- 
side faces of the abacus, and four feet six inches in 
The block from which this stone has been 


The capstone of the gateway is un- 


height. 
wrought, weighed, when first separated from the 
quarry, over one hundred tons. Its present weight 
is a little short of fifty tons. It was transported 
from Quincy to Watertown, after being wrought, 
on a carriage similar to those used in moving the 
columns, and other large stones, for the new Cus- 
tom House and Merchants’ Exchange, and drawn 
by forty-five yoke of oxen. 

The lintel immediately under the capstone is 
eighteen feet long, four feet wide, and four feet 
six inches deep, and weighs twenty seven tons. 
On the outside of this lintel is the following in- 
scription : 

“Then shall the dust return to the earth, as it

gave it. 
On the inside face of this lintel is inscribed : 
“Mt. Auburn—consecrated September 24, 1831.” 
The cost of the- whole work, including an iron 
fence on each side of the loodges, twenty-five feet 
in length, willbe ten thousand dollars.

At the recommencement 6f the work in 1834, it 
jis stated that “Mr. Savage being still employed by 
Mr. Willard, was obliged on account of an engage- 
ment for serviees under the United States govern- 
ment, to commit the oversight of the work to Mr. 
Charles Pratt, though by occasional visits he con- 
tinued to superintend and direct it’ This is not 
exactly correct, 


It is true that Mr. Savage was ap- 
plied to by the superintendent to set the work ; but 
he being employed on work for the government 
could not attend to it; and consequently, Mr. Pratt 


| Was engaged by the association as mason; but hie 
declined at the same time to act under Mr. Savage, 
and it is not known that Mr. Savage had any thing 
further to do with this part of the work. The 
hoisting of this section was done by the awe hands 
jas the first, except Mr. Holmes, who by a casualty 
had previously lost his life. 


In 1840, ample funds having been collected for 
the completion of the work, and the directors being 


dissatisfied with the expenses of the first three 
quarters of the work, insisted on its being done by 
jcontract. The work was accordingly advertised 
and a number of proposals given in. 

The proposal of Mr. Savage having been consid- 
;ered on the whole the most advantageous was ac- 
cepted, and a written contract made wil hit to 
\furnish materials and to build and finisa the last 
| quarter of the work. The association, ‘herefore, 
stepped out of their own shoes as builders, and let 
Mr. Savage occupy them as builder and finisher of 
the last quarter of the work. 

The contracts for the materials at the quarries, 
| however, were still made by the architect and su- 
perintendent, and Mr. French continued to have 
charge of the dressing and jointing of the stone to 
j the close of the work; and the principal credit for 
the “mathematical accuracy” observed is due to 
him for the careful manner in whieh the work is 
executed,

would be equal to fifty thousand dollars. 

At page 170, it is stated that 

“Mr. Savage removed the gearing that had pre- 
viously been used and substituted a steam engine 
of six horse power, and an improved and ingentous 
beom derrick of his own invention.” 

We are authorised, however, by the engineer 
who fitted up Mr. Savage’s apparatus, to state, that 
it was copied from an apparatus previously used at 
Trinity Chureh in New York, and was invented by 
Mr. Holmes of Boston. It appears, therefore, that 
the principal part of the hoisting was done with a 
boom derrick, invented by Mr. Almoran Holmes, 
nearly twenty years ago, and the remainder, by one 
recently invented by Mr. John Holmes of Boston. 

The principal difficulty that has attended this 
great work, and in fact the only difficulty that has 
ever existed, was the want of intelligence in the

Any one, however, hav- 
ing a curiosity to become acquainted with the con- 
struction of the whole, will find it well explained in 
a work recently published, entitled “Plan of the 
Obelisk,” and which, by the way, is calculated to 
remain a standard work in relation to that subject. 

At page 169, in describing a new kind of fasten- 
ing which was used for confining the work, he 
says: — “ Perpendicular dowels, called Lewis’s 
Clamps, were used,” 

The proper technical terin for this new fastening 
is Lewis-cramp, irom its resemblance to the dove~ 
tailed part of a Lewis, and from the office it per- 
forms of binding the parts together. 

These errors are not considered very important; 
but they go to show that the author was wriung on 
a subject with which he was not acquainted, and 
consequently little dependence can be placed on 
the accuracy of his statements. And for the same 
reason, but little weight can be given to his opin- 
ions in régard to what is essential to stability or, 
in fact, to any thing else connected with the 
subject. 

It is necessary to bear in mind, however, that 
such accounts as he has given us, together with 
such inscriptions as the one which is deposited un- 
der the corner stone of the monument, are to go 
down to posterity, and must necessarily serve as 
the principal elements of the histories of this great 
work which are to be written by the Prescott’s and 
the Baneroft’s of future times. But at that remote 
period it must be obvious, they will not be able to 
correct any of the mis-statements which now exist 
All that can be reasonably expected of them isa
